Of Two Ty pes o f Influenza 
The Milder 
Mo re Frequent

sev ere than the common cold and 
not sev ere enough to b e called i 
b ronchial pneum onia. These are 1 
usually lab eled influenza. 
A lthough m ore sev ere than the 
common cold, they are not really ■ 
v ery serious, nothing like aa b ad j 
as the terrib le epidemic of real j 
influenza tha t occurred during the j 
w ar years, 1918 and 1919. H av ing 
seen w hat the m alignant type of 
influenza is, I hav e b een a little 
loth to agree tha t the yearly epi­ 
demics we hav e b een hav ing were ! 
really influenza. 
Epidem iologists say tha t there 
are two types of influenza, one 
mild and one sev ere, and tha t we 
hav e b een hav ing the mild type. 
Real influenza has a history of 
hav ing hit the world in great 
pandemics or wav es. T here w as 
one ab out 1840, one in 1889, fol­ 
lowed b y the one in 1918. They are 
usually ab out forty years apart. 


C ausativ e Organism 


I rem em b er a fte r the pandemic 
of 1889 tha t for years doctors 
would call mild cases o f respira­ 
tory infection “ influenza.” H av ing j 
liv ed through the sev ere pandem ic, 
they remem b ered it v iv idly and* 
prob ab ly got into the hab it of call­ 
ing any respiratory infection tha t 
was a little worse than a cold, 
influenza. I feel tha t the sam e 
thing has happened in the epi­ 
demics following the sev ere pande­ 
mic of 1918, and consequently J 
hav e not a gre a t deaJ of faith in 
the reports tha t hav e come out 
ab out finding the causativ e organ­ 
ism of influenza 
F or w hat it is w orth howev er, 
the present idea is tha t influenza 
is due to a filterab le v irus. C urious­ 
ly enough, the only anim al which 
has b een found which will b ecome 
infected is the ferre t. M outh and 
nose w ashings from patients w ith 
influenza inoculated into the nose 
of a fe rre t will produce the disease 
in this anim al. 
Mrs. Carlyle, who was a woman 
of grea t common sense, expressed 


my sentiments pretty weil. She 
had b een sub ject to a numb er of 
attacks which her physician diag­ 
nosed as influenza. She wrote in a 
letter: “ Medical men all ov er the 
world hav e merely entered into a 
tacit agreem ent to call ail sorts 
of maladies people are sub ject to 
b y one name so tha t one sort of 
treatm ent may serv e for all, and 
their practice is thereb y greatly 
simplified.” 


Opinions of Bacteriologist* 
I mu: * ay tha t the b est b acteri­ 
ologists in the world do not agree 
with n:e. They say tha t at the pres­ 
ent time doub t as to the cause of 
the disease can no longer exist and 
diagnosis b y recov ering the organ­ 
ism b y b acteriological methods is 
now possib le. It does not make a 
great deal of difference in the long 
run, b ecause whether or not they 
hav e found the causativ e organ­ 
ism, they hav e not perfected any 
serum w'hich is v aluab le in tre a t­ 
ment, nor is chemical treatm ent 
b j the sulfonamide group of drugs 
reported to b e v aluab le in influ­ 
enza.

severe than the common cold and 
not severe enough to be called 
bronchial pneumonia. These are 
usually labeled influenza. 
Although more severe than the 
common cold, they are not really 
very serious, nothing like as bad 
as the terrible epidemic of real 
influenza th at occurred during the 
war years, 1918 and 1919. Having 
seen w hat the m alignant type of 
influenza is. I have been a little 
loth to agree that the yearly epi­ 
demics we have been having were 
really influenza. 
Epidemiologists say that there 
are two types of influenza, one 
mild and one severe, and that we 
have been having the mild type. 
Real influenza has a history of 
having hit the world in groat 
pandemics or waves. There was 
one about 1840, one in 1889, fol­ 
lowed by the one in 1918. They are 
usually about forty years apart. 
Causative Organism 
I remember after the pandemic 
of 1889 th at for years doctors 
would call mild eases of respira­ 
tory infection “infl ut Ria.” Having 
lived through the severe pandemic, 
they remembered it vividly and 
probably got into the habit of call­ 
ing any respiratory infection that 
was a little worse than a cold, 
influenza. I feel that the same 
thing has happened in the epi­ 
demics following the severe pande­ 
mic of 1918, and consequently I 
have not a great deal of faith in 
the reports that have come out 
about Anding the causative organ­ 
ism of influenza. 
For what it is worth however, 
the present idea is that influenza 
is due to a filterable virus. Curious­ 
ly enough, the only animal which 
has been found which will become 
infected is the ferret. Mouth and 
nose washings from patients with 
influenza inoculated into the nose 
of a ferret will produce the discase 
in this animal.

Opinions of Bacteriologists 
I must say that the best bacteri­ 
ologists in the world do not agree 
with me. They say that at the pres­ 
ent time doubt as to the cause of 
the disease can no longer exist and 
diagnosis by recovering the organ­ 
ism by bacteriological methods is 
now possible. It does not make a 
great deal of difference in the long 
run, because whether or not they 
have found the causative organ­ 
ism* they have not perfected any 
serum which is valuable in treat­ 
ment. nor is chemical treatm ent 
bj the sulfonamide group of drug* 
reported to be valuable in influ­ 
enza.
